Andrews testified that he gave 
Oswald legal advice several 
tiroes in May and April of 1963. 
He described Oswald as a walk, 
in client but he refused to give 
detail of his dealings with Os- 
wald by claiming lawyer -client 
privilege and the court upheld 
his right to do so.
